Professor Simms, an A. P. A. Lecturer 
Arrested and Thus Kept From a 
Meeting at Kaukauna—The Mob

Appleton, Wis., Feb. ?.—Prof. Sims, 
the A. P. A. lecturer who was mobbed 
a t Oshkosh Jan. 17, was arrested and 
taken off a train here last night on a 
charge of libel, preferred by Pet sr 
Reuter, mayor of Kaukauna. 
Sims 
left Oshkosh in the evening with a 
delegation of 250 members. 
They had 
with them a band of musicians. The 
program was to 
reach Kaukauna 
at 6:30, march through the streets, 
and Sims was to deliver a lecture 
a t the B aptist church. 
The proceed­ 
ings would undoubtedly have precipi­ 
tated a riot, as the feeling a t Kaukauna 
is strong. 
Peter Reuter instituted the 
civil suit for libel against Si ms to ward 
off this trouble and the w arrant was 
issued for his arrest by Judge Good­ 
land of the Outagamie Circuit court 
The sheriff swore in twenty-fine depu­ 
ties to go to Kaukauna in case Sims 
should escape arrest and reach th at 
town. 
The A. P. A. delegation, headed by a 
band, followed Sims after his arrest 
through the street. 
Sims was taken 
before 
Court Commissioner Samuel 
Boyd. A large crowd had gathered a t 
the depot, and when Sims was taken 
from the train considerable excitement 
ensued. 
He made no resistance nor did 
his party, but he insisted upon the 
w arrant being read to him. 
By these 
proceedings the train was delayed fif­ 
teen minutes. 
During the excitement 
one stone was throw n through a car 
window and inflicted a slight wound 
on an unknown passenger. 
No other 
dem onstration was made except hoot­ 
ing*. 
Sims was taken before a judge and 
bail fixed a t $2,000, which was fur­ 
nished. 
No blank form of bail bond 
could be found in tile office and the 
judge w ent out to get one. 
He was 
unable to find a blank and one had to 
be w ritten o u t 
In the meantime the 
last train for K aukauna had left and 
the special engine which was to take 
the coaches dropped off the regular 
train was no longer available. 
It was 
impossible therefore for Sims to leave 
for Kaukauna. 
While w aiting for the judge to re­ 
tu rn a crowd of 1,000 gathered outside 
the office and was entertained by the 
band. The best of order prevailed. 
A fter Sims was released the crowd dis­ 
persed quietly, and he and his follow­ 
ers returned to Oshkosh on the mid­ 
night train. 
The offense w ith which 
Sims is charged in the complaint is the 
statem ents contained in an open letter 
to Gov. Peck, published in the leading 
state papers to the effect th at on the 
occasion of the riot of Jan. 17 a t Kau- 
' kauna, Mayor Heftier and city officers 
incited the riot by neglect of duty in 
failing to execute authority and fur­ 
nish the speaker protection. 
Sims and 
his friends insist th at the arrest and 
subsequent delay in producing 
blank bond were all part of a plan to 
prevent Sims from filling his engage­ 
m ent to speak in Kaukauna.

Great Falling: Off In Her Commerce-.De- 
preunion Shared By All. 


L o n d o n , Feb. 7 .—The publication of 
the government board of trade returns 
for 1893 has produced a profound im­ 
pression throughout the country and 
has deepened, if possible, the gloom 
caused by the present commercial de 
pression. 
The report fully bears out 
the statem ent made exclusively in these 
dispatches some months since regard­ 
ing the decline in the imports and ex­ 
ports of Great Britain. 
The returns 
show th at the total imports last year 
were £405,069,690. as compared with 
£423,793,882 in 1892 and £435,441,264 in 
1891. 
The value of re-exports of for­ 
eign and colonial products also de 
dined last year by nearly £0,o00,000as 
compared with 1892. 
Hence the coun­ 
try not merely imported less for its 
own 
consumption 
last 
year, but 
it lost the handling of 
a 
large 
amount as brokers and the usual 
profit 
thereon. 
The

of 
British exports in 1S93 was £218,496, 
246, as compared with £227,977,053 in 
ls 9 2 am* £247,235,150 in 1891. 
The ap­ 
parent balance against the country 
was £127,627,852 in 1893, as against 
£126,404,521 in 1891.

Death of the Well Known Shopiere Man 
Was Deeply Regretted. 
The announcement of the death of 
W. H . 
Stark brought sorrow into 
many a Rock county home. Mr. Stark 
was horn in Vermont March 6, 1800, 
and died February 
I, 1894, aged 
eighty-three years. 
He came to Wis­ 
consin in 1846, and 
purchased 260 
acres of land, the homestead where 
ie lived and died. 
He was m arried in 
1838 to Miss Plumb. 
To them were 
horn five children, three of whom are 
still living, Maria, Charles and De W itt. 
Mr. Stark was a member of the legis­ 
lature of Vermont prior to his coming 
west. 
He was three times elected to 
the legislature of 
Wisconsin. 
For 
many years he was chairm an of the 
board of supervisors of his township, 
and was widely known and highly re­ 
spected in every relation of life. 
To 
general intelligence he was quite above 
the average. 
Though positive and ag­ 
gressive, and outspoken in the expres­ 
sion of his views he was careful of the 
feelings of others, and having know­ 
ingly done wrong by word or act no man 
was more ready to make acknowledg­ 
ment. 
His religion was to love his 
neighbor as himself and to obey the 
voice of God as heard in the dictates of 
his conscience. 
He descended from the old New 
England stock of Congregationalists, 
and had inherited and cultivated a 
sensitive conscience, and he could not 
do wrong w ithout suffering keenly 
which w .a a great safeguard to him 
all through his life. 
The funeral ex­ 
ercises which were held in the Con­ 
gregational church in Shopiere, were 
very largely attended by citizens and 
friends from Janesville, Clinton, Johns­ 
town and Emerald Grove, the hearers 
being his old friends.

banker, tells interesting 
■tories of how he and Publisher Mc- 
Fail asked Attorney General O’Con­ 
nor's opinion of the roster contract. 
O’Connor said: 
“ Mac, I’ve looked the matter up 
and perfectly safe to go ahead and put 
jo u r money in.” 
Mr. Dow stated that one day in July 
when he was very anxious about tie 
money they had advanced on the rn - 
tor deal, he asked O’Connor when 
4hey were going to get their money 
back. 
In reply to this O’Connor told 
bim to just wait longer and they 
would be sure to get their money. 
How they “ got their money” has 
been indicated before in Gazette dis­ 
patches. 
It was by having their bank 
made a state depository. In July last, 
after the Dow brothers had advanced 
the $10,000 and the contract had been 
cancelled their bank began to run 
alarmingly short of cash in the panic, 
and his brother Robe came up from 
Stoughton one evening to 6ee what 
could be done. 
They went to Col. 
Clark and told him they had got to 
have money; either their own or some 
of the state's, and if one or the other 
were not produced they would make 
it 
hot 
for 
him. 
Colonel 
Clark 
said 
Treasurer 
Hunner 
was out of town but he would go and 
see Assistant Treasurer Proud fit. The 
n ex t moaning Clark told him every­ 
thing would be all right and that he 
could go to the state treasury and get 
the money. 
He went to the treasm y 
in the aftrrnoon, but Mr. Proudfit 
told him the bank’s binds had not 
been acted upon, as Governor Peck 
was out of town aud put bim off till 
the next day. 
He went up the next 
4ay, June 9, and got $1Q,000 from the 
■tate treasurer. 
Mr. Hunner then re­ 
marked that it took about half the 
money in the treasury. 
Assistant Attorney General Clancy 
doesn’t seem to have been thoroughly 
satisfied with the roster job from the 
first. He told Dow that he would give 
•500 himself toward settling the busi­ 
ness. 
He also said that if he was wild­ 
in g to give $500 “ Senator Bashford 
ought to give $1,000 and would if he 
w asn’t so d—n mean.”
